TAXINFORMATION

Property owners are responsible for ALL upcoming taxes.
Taxes are issued from Villages, Schools and Towns. County
taxes are collected at the same time as Town Taxes.

Village taxes are turned over to the County in November to
be relevied on the January Town and County tax bill.

Outlying school taxes are turned over to the County in
November to be relevied on the January Town and County
tax bill.

Ithaca City School taxes are turned over to the County in
January of the next year for collection. Ithaca City School
taxes for city properties only are turned over to City of Ithaca
for collection.

Lansing and Newfield Schools have a second installment
option. First half is due to the school in September.
Second half is turned over to the County for collection. No
penalties on second half if paid by March 1%

City taxes — 1% and 2™ half — are collected by the City only.

Town and County taxes (included on same bill except for
Ithaca City) are turned over to the County in April for
collection.

County taxes from City (for city properties) are turned over to
the County in April for Collection.

County taxes have a second installment option. First half is
due in January to Towns (or City). Second half is turned
over to the County for collection. No penalties on second
half if paid by July 1%.

The following notices are sent to taxpayers who are behind
in paying their taxes:

FEBRUARY — Notice from County for any delinquent Ithaca
City School tax returned in January

FEBRUARY - Courtesy reminder notice for 2™ installment
school taxes due by March 1%

APRIL - Notice Prior to Foreclosure Proceedings — mailed
to property owners who will be in October 1* foreclosure
proceeding — Two years for vacant and commercial
properties and three years for residential properties

FEBRUARY/MARCH — Notice from Towns for current taxes

JUNE -- Courtesy reminder notice for 2" installment town
and county taxes due by July 1%

OCTOBER - Notice Before Advertising — mailed to property
owners whose current taxes are still delinquent

OCTOBER -- Foreclosure package mailed to all property
owners/mortgage holders/lien holders who received letter in
April but have not paid off delinquencies. Foreclosure
package is filed at the County Clerk’s Office at same time.
Copies of package are also sent to all Town and Village
Offices as well as to other various locations around County.

JANUARY — Courtesy notice sent to property owners in
foreclosure package to remind them of last day of
redemption.

AUCTION — Held in JUNE of each year to sell properties
obtained by County through foreclosure proceeding. City of
Ithaca may include some of their properties in County
auction as well. Auction is conducted by Reynolds Auction
Company. (www.reynoldsauction.com)

NOTE: Filing of deeds and name changes take time.
Owners are responsible for obtaining tax bills if not received.
Please contact the appropriate tax collector for this
information.

NOTE ALSO: If there is prior year’s taxes due, the current
Town and County tax bill will note this above the remittance
stub as such:
